Telephone Boy Warned Priest. 

John Griffin, 17 years old, telephone 
boy at the Central Police District pa- 
trol house, warned Father O’Brien. 

Members of the family say that Un- 
ger has been acting queerly for some 
time and frequently made threats. of 
violence.” 

“Mamma couldn’t stand it any longer 
and yesterday afternoon she packed up 
her things and went to stay with rela- 
tives at Berdan, Iil.,’”’ said Christine 
Unger, the daughter. 

“There was no reason why papa 
should have a grudge against Father 
O’Brien, except that he objected to 
mamma singing in the choir. Last night 
was practice night. When he came home 
and found mamma was not here he 
thought she was at the church. 

“Mamma had all of her. estate invest- 
ed in the Balmer & Weber Music Co: 
‘It amounted to about $20,000. Papa 
worked for the company and had a sal- 
ary of $150 a month. For years he had 
drawn only $100 of it, leaving’ the other 


: $50 each month. He thought the company 


would take care of it for him. 
Lost All in Failure, 

“When the failure came about a year 
ago, it was all swept away. 

“Mamma was a noted singer. She 
took the place in the choir partly be- 
cause she needed money and partly be- 
cause she thought it would enable her 
to obtain other engagements at concerts 
and entertainments. 

“Papa felt awful bad because mamma 
had to help Support the family. He 
didn’t want her to sing in the choir. He 
visited Father O’Brien several times 
and tried to induce him to persuade 
mamma to give it up. 

“Last night he threatened to kill both 
Father O’Brien and mamma.” 

Griffin was on his way to his home 
at 1981 Papin street, when he heard 
loud talking in the Unger home. He 
knew Unger and something of his fam- 
ily troubles. 

“I will kill Father O’Brien and her, 
too,” he heard Unger say. 

Hurrying to a_ telephone, 
Father O’Brien’s residence, 
priest was not there. 

He went to Eighteenth street to take 
@ car for Father O'Brien's home. At 
the corner he found Unger, apparently 
waiting for a Park avenue car. Think- 
ing to head Unger off, Griffin boarded a 
Manchester car. He found Father 
O’Brien visiting on Cleveland avenue 
and prevailed on him to notify the po- 
lice. 

A police guard was thrown around 
the priest’s house, Dut Unger did not 
appear there. He was arrested by spe- 
cia! officers when he returned to his 
home at midnight. 

Father O'Brien's Statement. 

“Unger had no reason for wanting to 
kill me,’ said Father O’Brien. 

“In October I received a registered 
letter from him in which he said that 
he didn’t want his wife to sing in the 
choir. As I have nothing to do with 
the management of the choir, I turned 
the letter over the organist and 
thought no more about it. 

“Last Saturday Unger came to my 
home and said that he objected to his 
wife being in the choir. He asserted 
that the Pope forbade that women 
should sing at the church services. I 
told him that he was wrong. The Pope 
has merely expressed a wish that the 
Gregorian »chant shall prevail in the 
churches, and that chant is sung only 
by male voices. Last Sunday Mrs. Un- 
ger came to me and apologized for her 
husband's action, saying that his = 
was affected.’

His main defense is that, whatever 
rights Miss Lee may have had, they 
have been rendered void by the opera- 
tion of the statute of limitations, In 
addition, he says that services Miss 
Lee ‘‘may have rendered to this defend- 
ant were pot reasonably worth the sum 
of $2000, or any sum.”’ 

‘‘Hammerstein practically admits the 
contract in his answer,’ said Edwin 8. 
Merrill, the lawyer for Miss Lee. ‘He 
frittered away 10 years of Miss Lee’s 
life, and he ought to be made to pay 
for it. The statute of limitations will 
not hold in this case.

Has 500 Love Letters. 

As evidence of the relation which she 
says formerly existed between herself 
and Mr. Hammerstein, Miss Lee made 
public today three more of the 500 let- 
ters which, she alleges, she has received 
from him. A few days ago Mr. Ham- 
merstein admitted he had written let- 
ters, adding:

One of the letters to Miss Lee, ad- 
dressed to her as ‘“‘Bruce,”’ in which 
Hammerstein describes his trials while 
organizing his Manhattan Opera Com- 
pany, follows: 

‘Milan, March 20, 1906. 

‘My Dearest Dariing Bruce—There is 
but one Boosie after all. 
thinking of you all the time and won- 
dered whether. wh2n 6 o'clock comes 
around you miss: me. Well, Boosie, it 
is a week since I landed. I stayed ifn 
Paris for two days. Conried had 
biocked the way with cll musical agents 
and if it had not been for John and 
Edward de Rezkesy (sic) I’d have had a 
fine time being even recognized as a 
respectable manager. Even -ome of the 
Metropolitan Opera House directors now 
in Paris, such as De Haven and Hyde, 
told the musical people here that they 
should not take my efforts seriously. 
But I don’t get beaten that way. 

Wanted to Cinch Bonel. 

“IT arranged lots of matters in Paris 
io await my return and hastened to 
Florence to cinch Boncl. Well, what a 
time I had! There were the cables 
from Conried offering $1000 a night for 
the first season (next year) and in- 
creasing it to $1500 following. All sorts 
of rumors reached Bonci about my house 
not being ready for at least two years. 
Fortunately some New Yorkers reside 
at Florence. They had told him about 
n.. and my abilities (to have women 
fall in love with me, ahem!) and after 
two days of fighting I at last got his 
contract signed and soaled. 

“I never heard a tenor ke him. Be- 
sides, he is the greatest thing living.

To show that it should not be re-

Wilton testified that he, as treasurer 
of the club, received a payment of $40 
for the privilege of running a craps 
game in the club. The payment was 
made, he said, by one Joe Woodward. 

Attorney Hiram Moore, cross-exam- 
inging Wilton, asked him why he had 
left the Twentieth Century Club and 
gone into the St. Louis Waiters’ Club, 
with which he is now connected. Wilton 
replied that he had been put out by a 
‘“‘frame-up.”’ 

Asked the difference between the two 
clubs, Wilton replied that the Twen- 
tieth Century Club was an organization 
of ‘‘mongrels,"” while the Sst. Louis 
Waiters’ Club contained ‘“thorough- 
preds.”” He explained that the latter 
term signified waiters in the higher- 
priced restaurants. 


Membership Net Limited. 

To show that the membership of the 
Twentieth Century Club was not lim- 
ited, as has been represented, to mem- 
bers of the Waiters’ Union, the board 
introduced William Schumacher, a feed 
dealer. He said he had never been a 
waiter, but that he was readily admit- 
ted to membership in the club, and that 
he was given a key and enjoyed the 
privilege of buying Sunday drinks. 

Charles A. Luccick, whose advertis- 
ing office at 821 Chestnut street adjoins 
the clubrooms, testified that he had seen 
women in the clubrooms almost daily, 
frequently drinking what looked like 
beer. He said the two pianos in the 
clubrooms were a constant disturbance 


to him.

Follow Chief Into’ Shooting 
Gallery Where Cartridges 
Are Popping. 





Fire in the shooting gallery owned by 
Frank Shepard at 3 North Sixth street 
Saturday forenoon set off a fusilade of 
ammunition which endangered the lives 
of the firemen and the spectators, but 
in spite of the risk Chief Swingley led 
his men into the midst of the popping 
cartridges with two lines of hose and 
the flames were quickly subdued. 

The shooting gallery is on Sixth 
street in front of the Central hotel, 
a three-story brick buwilding. Smoke 
quickly filled the hotel and several 
men, fearing to trust the stairways, 
came down the fire escapes. 

Leads Men Into Danger. 

The fire was discovered by Shepard 
in the rear of his place. It is sup- 
posed to have been caused by a shot 
that went wild and ignited waste mat- 
terial. 

Dense smoke and flames were pour- 
ing out of the place when Chief Swing- 
ley arrived in his automobile and car- 
tridges were popping in a manner to 
cause the firemen to hesitate. The Chief 
realized that unless the fire was quick- 
ly checked it would spread through the 
old hotel, and calling the mento follow 
him he led the way into the burning 
building. Two streams of water soon 
put an end to the fire. 

Rollets Break Mirror. 

Fred Suhr, proprietor of a saloon at 
the corner, ran out when the cartridges 
began to explode. When he returned to 
his saloon after the fire was out, he 
found that a mirror worth $150 had 
been shattered, apparently by the bul- 
lets. 

The fire attracted a large crowd. 
When the people realized the danger 
from exploding ammunition they got 
out of range.

SPEEDING CASE 


Convicted Man Asks New 
Trial Because Motive Power 
Was Not Proved. 








Harry S. Turner, president of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Automobile Co. raised a 
new technicality in defense of autoists 
in the Court of Criminal Correction 
Saturday when he filed a motion for a 
new trial on a charge of exceeding the 
speed limit. 

Turner was convicted in the Police 
Court and the decision was sustained in 
the Court of Criminal Correction. 

In his application for a rehearing 
Turner d: 

“The law provides penalties for any 
person who exceeds a certain speed 
limit in a vehicle propelled by gasoline, 
clectricity or steam. 

“Now I was arrested. The police re- 
port on which I was haled into cour. 
simply says that I was traveling more 
than six miles an hour in a park. 

“So far as the charge sets forth, ‘I 
might have been traveling im an alr- 
ship or on foot or in a yacht. It is 
defective in that it does not state 
whether my vehicle was propelled by 
gasoline, electricity or steam.”

. END OF A PROSECUTION. 

The Priesmeyer perjury case having been 
dropped, the prosecutions growing out of the 
Asher bribery charges may be considered at an 
end. Two of the defendants are under convic- 
tion, ‘but the final decision of the Supreme Court 
on their appeal will not affect the other cases. 

The failure of the subsidiary cases is due pri- 
marily to legal technicalities and the weakness 
of evidence offered. If an accuged person is ac- 
quitted of the main charge or liberated by I> 
gal rulings, it is almost impossible to reach him 
for any other offense growing out of the pria- 
cipal prosecution. 

Nevertheless, these proceedings have not * 
wholly wasted energy. They have stamped 
indelibly on the public mind the character and 
methods of certain members of the Municipul 
Assembly. They have served as a wholesome 
warning to others who might be criminally dis- 
“Posed. They have made it clear that prosecut- 
ing officers are on the lookout for corruptionists 
ahd will bring them to trial when conviction is 
probable or possible. 

There have been few convictions, but there 
has been plenty of publicity, and publicity is 
the best remedy for public ills, because it is 
preventive; and always an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.

The “Utopia” was written 400 years ago, when the penighted world was 
wrestling with the immigration problem, the universal peace problem, woman 
suffrage, the evils of prisons, the abuse of power, special privilege, the tyranny 
of capital over labor, greed, the old-age problem and municipal enterprise! It 
is almost astounding to read the pages of this wonderful old book and realize 
that in so short a time as four centuries we have cut the, Gordian knot of im- 
migration, givén woman the right of suffrage to the purification of politics, 


seen the prison become a reformatory, stopped the abuse of power, destroyed » 


the vicious practice of special privilege, lived to see labor tyrannize over 
capital, followed the last greedy man to his grave with thannksgiving, pro- 
vided with some degree of luxury for the aged, and witnessed the pheno- 
-menon of reformed and united municipalities hurrying to the front! Certainly 
the world do move. About the only current problern they were not working on 
then is the initiative and referendum, which one misses on almost every page. 
Mr. Paget's translation is entitled “More's Millenium,” to distinguish it from 
the old English and Latin prints, aJl of which are called “The Utopia.” He has 
- paraphrased freely and ased only modern English. No one can read it with- 
_, gut gaining a much less vainglorious notion of our present day enlighten- 
" ment than he has entertained hitherto. It ought to be studied in all the wom- 
en's clubs es a shrieking commentary on the incapacity of man. (The John 
McBride Co.) ;

+ F you've a few. days you wish to spend in substantial mental exercise, try 
reading Matt: Fitch's ‘The Physical Basis of Mind and Morals.” It’s as 
heavy as lead, but treats learnedly and satisfactorily of the theory of 
_ evolution, as well as numerous other subjects. But why be so technical and 
obscure in a book that is bidding for support from the masses? (Kerr & Co.) 





‘MARVELOUS work of compilation is Burton E. Stevenson's “Poems of 
American History.” Think over:the worthy verses you know that praise 
or tell tales of America and you will find them in this volume. The col- 

lection is a sequential history of America from Sidney Lanier’s “Story of Vin- 
Jand’”’ to the death of Grover Cleveland, sung by Joel Benton. A critical exami- 
nation will astonish any person who has not worked in this field, for here is 
assembled a history of our country in lofty, enduring verse. EXvery period has 
produced men of ideals who had the gift of song, but the fruitfulest period 
began when Lengfellow entered the choir. He, and those who were contempo- 
raneous or later born, harked back to beginnings fcr their subject matter, but 
did not neglect the celebration of current deeds. , 

The Civil War produced a great body of fine verse, the largest in our history. 
Only 10 poems on the death of Lincoln were found worthy of salvation by Mr. 
Stevenson, while 2% sets of verses express the nation’s sorrow on Garfield’s 
death and five represent the poets in farewell to McKinley. 


The Centennial brought out eight poems of worth, and not one celebrated thé 


glories of the Chicago or St. Louis World fairs. It is, however, gratifying to 
review the 4 closely packed pages of Spanish War poems, which prove that we 
are still capable of fine verse. Every one of these poems is aflame with patriat- 
ism and good to read in a day when we are prone to think the muse of poetry 
no longer dwells with us. (Houghton Miflin Co.) 


RTHUR M. LEWIS has just published a briliiant book which he calls 
“The Blind Leaders of the Blind.” It is a series of lectures designed 





to portray attractively the tenets of Sacialism. In doing so the author . 


_ finds it necessary to shatter some of our idols, declaring they are misguiding 
leaders whose philosophy does not carry us near the road that leads from in- 
tellectual bondage.

The Difficult Art of Giving. 


N the first installment of Mr. Rockefeller’s Reminiscences, he told 
of his early business experiences and of the organisation of 
the Standard Oil Co., and gave his opinion about the manage- 


ment and supervision of large corporations. In the second install- 
ment he gave reminiscences of old business friends and associates 
and his experience with ihem in financial and industrial manage- 
ment, revealing his methods, showing how he. built up and used his 
credit, and telling the value of friendship in‘ business, with an in- 
teresting explanation of his life-long pleasure im planting and trans- 


tudes and generalities about the 

joys of giving, and the duty that 
one owes to one’s fellow men, and to 
put together again all the familiar 
phrases that have served for generations 
whenever the subject has been taken 
up. , 

I can hardly hope to succeed in start- 
ing any new interest <n this great sub- 
ject when gifted writers have so often 
failed. Yet I confess I find much more 
Interest in it at this time than in 
rambling on, as I have been doing, 
about the affairs of ousiness and trade. 
It is mbst difficult, however, to dwell 
upon a very practical and business-like 
side of benefactions generally, without 
seeming to ignore, or at least to fail 
to appreciate fully, the spirit of giving 
which has its source in the heart, and 
which, of course, makes: it all. worth 
while, 

In this country we have come to the 
period when we can well afford to ask 
the ablest men to devote more of their 
time, thought and money to the public 
well-being. I am not so presumptuous 
as to attempt to define exactly what 


|" is, no doubt, easy to write plati- 


| planting trees and in making the landscape attractive. 


what people most seek cannot be boyght 
with money. These rich men we read 
about in the newspapers cannot get 
personal returns beyond a well-defined 
limit for their exfenditure. They can- 


not gratify the pleasures of the palate 


beyond very moderate bounds, since 
they cannot lavish very much money 
on fine raiment for themselves or their 
families without suffering from public 
ridicule; and in their homes they can- 
not go much béyond the comforts of 
the less wealthy without involving them 
in more pain than pléasure. As I study 
wealthy men, I can see but one way in 
which they can secure a real equivalent 
for money spent, and that is to culti- 
vate a taste for giving where the money 
may produce an effect which will be a 
lasting gratification; and I would re- 
spectfully present this as a Christmas 
thought, even though crudely expressed, 
to the so-called “‘money kings,” great 
and small. ' 

A man in business may often most 
properly consider that he does his share 
in building up a property which gives 
steady work for few or many people; 
and his contribution consists in giving

stimulus to good work. Just so long 
as he has the welfare of his employes 
in his mind and follows his convictions, 
no one can help hororing such a Man. 
It would be the narrowest sort of view 
to take, and/I think the meanest, to 
consider that good works consist chiefly 
in. the outright giving of money. 


The Beat Philanthropy. 

The best philanthropy, the help that 
does the most good and the least harm, 
the .help that nourishes civilization at 
its very root, that most widely dissemi- 
nates health, righteousness and happi- 
ness, is not what is usually called char- 
ity. It is, in my judgment, the in- 
ventment of effort or time or money, 
carefully considered with relation to 
the power of employing people at a 
remunerative wage, to expand and de- 
velop the resources at hand, and to 
give opportunity for progress and 
healthful labor where it did not exist 
before. No mere money-giving is com- 
parable to this in its lasting and bene- 
ficial results. — 

If, as I am accustomed to think, this 
statement is a correct one, how vast 
indeed is the philanthropic field! It may 
be urged that the daily vocation of life 
is one thing, and the work of philan- 
thropy quite another. I have no sym- 
pathy with this notion. The man who 
plans to do all his giving. on. Sunday 
is a poor prop for the institutions of 
the country. 

The excuse for referring so often to 
the busy man of affairs is that his 
help is most needed. I know of mefi who 
have followed out this large plan of 
developing work, not as a temporary 
matter, but as a permanent principle. 
These men have taken up doubtful en- 
terprises and carried them through to 
success often at great risk, and in the

EIGHT TEAMS SURVIVE 
 SIX-DAY CYCLE GRIND 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—With the end 
of their long journey only half a day 
distant, eight weary but determined 
riders were whirling around the big sau- 
cer-shaped track at Madison Square 
Garden today. Bight more men equally 
as worn by the fearful strain of the 
almost ceaseless grind in the six-day bi- 


eycle race, were snatching a brief rest 
before they were to be called upon to 
take up the struggle while their spent 
partners sought the rest they so much 
needed. The night had been a trying 
one for all the men, one sprint follow- 
ing another with scarcely a breaking 
interval between. For a time yesterday 
the riders were many miles behind the 
mark set by Miller and Waller in the 
famous race of 1899, but this loss was 
gradually cut down and during the 
night new records were established hour 
after hour and at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing the three leaders weré more than 
ten miles ahead of the mark established 
nine years ago. 

The fast pace of the night was stead- 
ily maintained during the early hours 
of the forenoon and the old record was 
censtantly falling farther behind. At 
10 o'clock the three leading teams, with 
Rutt and Stol in the van, were more 
than fourteen miles ahead of the Miller 
and Waller 1899 record. They had cov- 
eréd 2508 miles. 9 laps, against the old 
record of 2494 miles 8 ‘aps, for 130 hours. 
There had been no change in the rela- 
tive positfons of the riders at tht 
hour. 

Between 10 and 11 o’clock the leaders 
covered 19 miles 9 laps and increased 
their lead over the old record more than 
two miles. At 11 o’clock they had cov- 
ered: 2528 miles 8 laps, against 2612 miles 
2 laps, made by Miller and Waller in 
1899

Several Issues —— High- 
est Points in Their History 
This Week. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—-The Evening 
Gun, in its financial review today, says: 

“One feature of interest in the deal- 
ings in the stock market this week 
might be named in the fact that the av- 
erage level of prices advanced consider- 
ably above the previous high average 
level which was quoted on Nov. 17. The 


- \ upward movement likewise carried a 


number of stocks to the highest figures 
at which they ever sold. Some com- 
mert Was made in this column last 
week upon the extent of the recovery 
from the low levels of November of 
last year. We are not adherents of the 
chart theory of speculation, but it can- 
not be questioned that the further rise 
in prices after three weeks of irregu- 
lar and somewhat reactionary tenden- 
cles denotes the fact that the demand 
for securities is once more in excess of 
the supply. 
"In each day's market this week a 
very large volume of business has been 
transacted, both in stocks and bonds. 
Commission houses have continued ac- 
tive, .and, what is of more importance, 
there has been no diminution in the 
business of those firms making a spe- 
claity of investment securities. It is al- 
most superfluous to reaffirm that in 
this last direction lies the road to great- 
er and sustained improvement in the 
general industrial situation of the coun- 
try. Speculative movements in the stock 
market are of significance chiefly as at- 
testing to the arrival of hope and confi- 
Gence in the future, but there have been 
many extensive advances in the stock 
market which were not substantiated by 
a corresponding degree of animation in 
the market for investment securities. It 
is pleasant, therefore, to be able to as- 
sert that on the present occasion im- 
provement progresses both directions. 
It is absolutely , furthermore, 
that no great advance in the specula- 
tive stock market can be regarded as 
sound or as likely to be long maintained 
unless it has behind it a broad and at- 
tive demand for investment securities. 
“As was the. case with its immediate 
predecessors, the week in the stock 
market was not punctuated by develop- 
ments of great moment unless it should 
be considered thet such a dignity should 
be accorded to the President's regular 
annual 4o Congress.

Time to Lay Foundation for 
Great Trade, John Barrett, 
“Live Wire,” Says. 








John Barrett, director of the Interna- 
tional Bureau of American Republics, 
former minister to Siam and Colombia. 
former World’s Fair Commissioner to 
Latin America and. the Orient, editor of 
Uncle Sam’s free illustrated magazine 
on South America, and allround live 
wire, arrived in St. Louis Saturday. 


He will speak before the Latin-Amer- 
ican Club at the Planters Saturday night 
on‘ the commercial opportunities of Lat- 
in America. Oscar’ L. Whitelaw will 
preside. 

“My purpose in coming to St. Louls 
at this time,” said Mr. Barrett at Union 
Station Saturday, “is to impress on St 
Louisans the absolute necessity of im- 
proving ‘the possibilities for trade with 
South’ America. 

’ “St. Louis can have a bigger trade 
with Latin America than it can ever 
hope to have with Europe. This oppor- 
tunity will come when the Panama Ca- 
nal is finished, but the time to lay the 
foundations for the business is now. 
Opportunity for St. Louis. 

“Othér. nations are’ reaching out for 
South ‘America’s trade, and if the 
United » States, *and particularly St. 
Louis, neglect this opportunity now, 
Japan and the European nations may 
occupy the field ahead of us. 

“Within 10.years, I believe, Latino 
America «will hold the .world’s attention 
as Jupan does today. But at present 
there is the greatest ignorance, through- 
out the United States, of the resources 
and the governments of South America. 

‘Pew of our people realize that Brazil 
is larger than the United States proper, 
and that Salvador; the smallest of the 
Latin states, is six times the size of 
Rhode Island Nor is it realized that 
the countries south of Mexico have a 
population of 70 000,000 and a volume of 
commerce, amounting to $2,000,000,000 an- 
nually.”’
